Western  Uailway  of  Canada  to  y.ur  l,or.lsl,ip,  as  Her  Majesty's  Secretary  of  State  for  the  Colonies, 
with  1.  respeetful  but  .onti.lent  assuraur,.,  IVom  the  many  proofs  wlneh  your  Lordship  has  given  of  an 
earnest  and  ..ulighte.fd  interest  n.  the  advancement  of  the  welfare  of  the  BriUsh  I'rovinces  in  North 
Araerieu,  that  if  the  completion  of  the  Great  Western  Railway  is.  as  your  Memorialists  beUevo  that 
they  have  the  means  ..f  showing  it  to  he,  an  object  of  ilu.  greatest  importance  to  one  of  the  principal 
ofthoseprovin.es.  your  Lonlslup  will  imt  withh.dd  such  assistance  as  may  bo  at  your  Lordship's 
comraniul,  Init  will  ivadily  extend  to  it  yonr  encouragement  and  protection. 

Your  Memorialists  accordingly  beg  leav.  to  rei.resent.  that  the  Great  Western  Railway  of  Canada 
is  an  undertaking  of  great  national  value  and  importance.-not  .mly  as  it  afl'ects  the  interests  of  one 
of  the  principal  of  the  Mritish  provinces  in  North  America,  but  as  it  is  designed  and  calculated  to 
extend  the  trade  of  Great  Britain  with  those  sections  of  Canada,  and  of  tho  United  States  of  America. 
in  whieh  population,  .•ommerce,  and  wealth  are  most  rapidly  i'Xtendiug,  and  to  which  the  great  stream 
of  emigration  from  Europe  is  idiiefly  directed. 

Tbatlor  a  distance  of  I  Ho  miles  the  Great  Western  Railway  passes  tlirough  the  heart  of  the 
wealthiest  and   most  f.'rtile  districts  of  Cpper  Canada,  m  which  there  are   many  thriving  towns  and 

villages 

That  its  principal  station  is  m  tli.'  Port  of  Hamilton,  at  the  head  of  Lake  Ontario,  which  has 
become  one  ot  tlu>  din'f  centres  of  the  commerce  of  Upper  Canada,  and  that  proceeding  from  that 
point,  m  tlic  dnvclu.n  of  numlus,  Hrandtford,  Woodsto.ik,  London,  and  Chatham,  to  Port  Windsor, 
.ut  the  western  extremity  of  ih.-  boundary  of  Upper  Canada,  it  connects  the  trade  of  the  St.  Lawrence 
River  and  Lake  Ontario  with  tho  North  Western  States  of  the  American  Union;  and  by  a  branch 
from  the  town  of  London  to  Port  Samia,  at  the  foot  of  Lake  Huron,  it  connects  that  trade  with  the 
waters  of  Lake  Huron,  and  of  the  other  great  Lakes  of  that  part  of  the  North  Auierican 
Continent;  while  by  a  branch  from  the  Port  of  Hamilton  to  the  Niagara  River,  it  forms  a 
junction  with  the  Railways  of  the  State  of  New  York  and  those  of  Massachusetts,  and  the 
other  Now  England  States;  and  at  its  Western  Terminus  it  is  placed  in  communication 
with  the  Railways  running  through  Midiigan  and  imu(.is  towards  the  groat  valley  of  the 
Mississippi.     At      0  same  time,  the  Great  Western  Railway  forms  a  portion  of  the  Great  Trunk
